TULIPS 

The  Tulip  is  a favorite  with  every  flower-lover,  from  amateur  to  professional,  because  of  its  brilliant 
colors  and  ease  of  culture.  For  planting  in  beds  in  the  lawn  or  in  the  borders  of  the  walks  or  shrubbery,  as 
well  as  in  pots  or  pans  in  the  house  or  conservatory,  they  are  unexcelled.  Each  year  there  is  added  to  the 
list  of  these  beautiful  flowers,  novelties  in  color  and  form  that  are  most  attractive.  The  single  early  Tulips 
may  be  forced  in  bloom  indoors  from  January  until  Easter.  These  Tulips  are  a trifle  shorter  in  their  growth 
than  the  famous  Darwin  Tulips,  but  because  of  their  magnificent  show  during  the  winter,  they  will  always 
be  in  demand  by  every  American. 

Culture  Indoors.  They  will  thrive  in  any  good  garden  soil,  but  a properly  prepared  soil  of  leaf-mold* 
with  one-third  sand  mixed  in,  is  preferable,  although  not  necessary.  If  planted  in  pots,  the  tops  of  the  bulbs 
must  be  level  with  the  surface  of  the  soil.  Water  well  and  store  away  in  a cool,  dark  place,  watering  occa- 
sionally to  prevent  them  from  drying  out.  The  best  and  most  natural  way  of  keeping  them  after  potting  is 
to  bury  them  in  the  ground,  with  the  pot  or  pan  4 inches  beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and,  just  before 
the  winter  sets  in,  cover  them  well  to  prevent  the  ground  from  freezing,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  lifting  out  in 
January  in  order  to  force  them  indoors.  The  reason  for  placing  them  in  the  ground  after  potting  is  in  order 
to  allow  them  to  root  in  the  most  natural  way,  which  is  most  essential  for  forcing.  The  rooting  usually  occurs 
between  October  and  the  middle  of  January.  After  taking  them  in  from  outside,  keep  them  well  watered 
and  do  not  allow  the  lower  part  of  the  pot  to  get  warm,  as  it  is  the  top  that  needs  the  warmth.  Keep  them 
at  about  50  degrees  Fahrenheit  for  the  first  two  weeks.  For  proper  drainage,  put  a piece  of  broken  pot  in 
the  bottom  of  the  pot  over  the  hole.  In  order  to  furnish  continuous  and  steady  water-supply,  place  the  pot 
in  a dish  or  saucer  and  fill  this  with  water  every  day. 

Outdoor  Culture.  It  is  most  important  that  the  soil  be  thoroughly  loosened  at  least  12  to  18  inches 
deep,  and,  if  possible,  mix  the  soil  with  leaf-mold  or  old  well-rotted  stable  manure;  it  is  very  important 
that  the  soil  be  as  loose  as  possible.  Plant  the  bulbs  about  4 inches  below  the  surface  of  the  bed  or  border. 
After  the  first  sharp  frost,  not  sooner,  cover  the  ground  with  1 to  Ij^  inches  of  leaves  or  straw,  or  any  other 
light  cover,  to  prevent  the  frost  from  penetrating  below  the  bulbs.  After  the  danger  of  hard  frost  is  over  in 
the  spring,  take  off  the  cover,  being  careful  not  to  break  the  new  tops,  which  will  have  grown  through  the 
cover.  We  have  reduced  the  number  of  varieties  greatly  and  have  compiled  a list  of  the  best,  most  distinct, 
and  leading  Tulips  only,  as  many  differ  only  slightly  from  others.

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BREEDER  TULIPS 

These  Tulips,  although  formerly  listed  among  the  Cottage  varieties,  form  a distinct  class  in  themselves 
being  an  unbroken  form  of  the  old-time  Florist’s  Tulip.  The  Breeders,  strange  to  say,  were  discarded  by 
their  originators,  the  old  Dutch  gardeners,  because  they  had  no  stripes  or  feathers,  and  until  recently  they 
were  placed  in  the  background  of  borders  and  other  obscure  places.  Now  that  a taste  for  art  colors  has 
been  awakened,  together  with  a desire  for  bronze,  brown,  and  buff  tones,  attention  is  again  drawn  to  these 
old-fashioned  Tulips,  and  within  a very  few  years  they  have  become  the  most  popular  of  all  the  late  Tulips. 

They  well  deserve  their  popularity,  not  only  for  their  peculiar  and  artistic  coloring,  but  for  their  lasting 
qualities  as  well,  for  this  makes  them  unusually  well  suited  for  garden  decoration,  slow  forcing,  and  cut- 
flower  use.  In  size  of  flower,  length  and  strength  of  stem,  and  general  beauty  they  far  excel  the  Darwins. 

This  class  of  Tulips  will  prove  very  interesting  on  account  of  their  peculiar  forms  and  different  habits 
of  growth,  and  we  venture  to  predict  that  more  Breeder  Tulips  will  be  planted,  once  they  become  fully 
known,  than  any  other  class  of  this  beautiful  flower.

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BIZARRE  TULIPS 


These,  as  well  as  Bybloems,  are  the  old  Dutch  Florist  Tulips,  an  old  race  that  has  been  grown  in  Holland 
and  France  since  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  which  created  the  well-known  Tulip  craze 
in  1635.  They  all  are  quaintly  striped  and  feathered  and  borne  on  tall  stems.  Bizarres  have  dark  stripes 
on  a yellow  ground,  while  Bybloems  are  divided  in  two  classes.  Rose  Bybloems,  and  Violet  Bybloems. 
The  Rose  Bybloems  have  rose  stripes  on  a white  ground;  the  Violet  Bybloems  have  violet  stripes  on  a white 
ground,  and  they  all  are  more  brilliantly  colored  than  Bizarres. 

For  a while,  when  the  Breeder  Tulips  began  to  regain  their  popularity,  the  Bizarres  and  Bybloems  lost 
theirs,  and  although  a great  many  varieties  disappeared,  some  of  them  survived  the  neglect,  and  we  can  now

In  order  to  have  a beautiful  bulb-garden.  Narcissi  should  be  planted  very  freely.  They  thrive  in  prac- 
tically any  climate  in  the  United  States  and  it  is  small  wonder  that  the  demand  is  doubling  every  year. 
They  are  not  only  excellent  for  outdoors,  but  millions  are  used  every  year  for  forcing  indoors.  Their  grace- 
ful form,  beautifully  shaped  trumpets  and  cups,  and  the  long,  straight  stems  have  made  them  favorites  for 
cut-flower  purposes  with  every  American  gardener.  We  have  compiled  a list  (as  short  as  we  could  make  it) 
of  the  best  and  most  attractive  varieties  for  indoor,  outdoor,  and  exhibition  purposes,  and  it  is  complete 
and  easy  to  select  from. 

Culture.  The  same  as  for  Tulips,  although  they  should  be  planted  as  close  as  possible  in  the  pots  or

They  should  be  planted  so  that  the 
top  of  the  bulb  is  at  least  5 inches  beneath  the  soil.  A little 
protection  should  be  given  during  severe  winter  weather, 
although  they  are  perfectly  hardy.

— the  outer  petals  of  the  flower.  Trumpet — ^the  long  cup-  or 
trumpet-shaped  center.

Loosen 
the  ground  thoroughly  and  liberally  where  the 
Peony  is  to  be  planted  and,  if  possible,  mix  some  old 
well-decayed  cow-manure  or  leaf-mold  with  the 
soil.  Under  no  circumstances  mix  fresh  manure 
with  the  soil,  but  save  this  to  cover  the  ground 
around  the  plant  the  following  spring. 

Protection.  Before  winter  sets  in,  cover  the 
ground  about  the  plants  with  about  4 inches  of 
leaves,  to  protect  the  newly  made  fibrous  roots. 
This  has  prevented  many  failures  and  disappoint- 
ments.
